A gun-man who numbers 
kidnapping among his accomplish- 
ments is specializing in stamp 
dealers in New York, and _ the 
stamp merchants don’t know who 
is next.

Meanwhile a few dealers to 
whom “insurance” was only a 
word in the dictionary have in- 
vestigated the protection offered 
by this quaint custom. Mean- 
while, all of New York’s dealers, 
insured amd uninsured alike, 
await each caller to their offices 
with trepidation.

R. Harmer, Inc., international 
stamp auctioneers, to be sold at 
public auction. 

The collection, which consists 
of 150 albums collected by the 
the late president during his life- 
time, contains notes in the most 
famous philatelist’s own’ hand- 
writing. 

Armored truck picked up the 
collection at 12:00 p. m. Thursday 
and brought it from Hyde Park to 
the New York offices of H. R. 
Harmer, Inc., 32 East 57th street. 
where it will be catalogued and 
prepared for exhibition and pub- 
lic auction. 

Mr. Henry T. Hackett, oue of 
the executors and trustees of the 
estate, and Mr. Earl R. Koons, 
attorney for the estate handed 
over the valuable collection. Mr. 
William Plog, for 45 years care- 
taker, gardener, and a favorite of 
the late president, witnessed the 
transfer. 

No plans have been made for 
public exhibitions and no date set 
for the auction, according to Mr. 
Bernard Harmer, who _ received 
the famous collection for his com- 
pany,

Address of the Hon. Joseph J Lawler, third assistant postmaster general, at 
the ceremonies held in front of the United States sub-treasury building, New 
York, on Saturday, November 10, 1945, on the occasion of the first-day sale of 
the coast guard commemorative postage stamp. ; 

We are here today to do honor to the United States Coast Guard 
—the Nation’s oldest continuous military force. In August of this 
year, the Coast Guard completed 155 years’ service on the seas dur- 
ing nearly all of our national history We are issuing a commemora- 
tive postage stamp as a tribute of a grateful nation to the outstand- 
ing achievements of the men and women comprising the Coast Guard 
in World War II. It is fitting that the first-day sale of this stamp 
should take place here at the Sub-Treasury Building, for it was at 
this location that Alexander Hamilton, first Secretary of the Treas- 

: ——-————=——=—@ury advocated the creation of this 


Service. 

Time permits me to enumerate 
but a few of the outstanding 
achievements and records of hero- 
ism performed by those of this 
fighting branch of Uncle Sem’s 
forces in the world-wide conflict 
now happily at an end. Although 
the Coast Guard made a distin- 
guished record in every war in 
which the United States has en- 
gaged, the lest war expanded its 
fighting duties many fold. The 
Coast Guard participated in every 
major invasion launched since the 
start of World war II. It trans- 
ported thousands of troops to the 
battle zones. It carried on exten- 
sive anti-submarine warfare in 
both the Atlantic and Pacific. 

Participating in the greatest am- 
phibious operation ever underta- 
ken—the assault on Normandy— 
the Coast Guard had a two-fold 
invasion task. One was aiding in 
moving Allied troops to the beach. 
The other was lifesaving. 

Accompanying the thousands of 
allied shivs that stormed the 
shores of Frenco on D-Day was a 
fleet of Coast Guard 83 _ footers 
known as the “Rescue Flotilla”. 
This flotilla is credited with sav- 
ing over fifteen hundred lives 
during the first day of the inva- 
sion. Twentv ver cent of the thou- 
sand Coast Guerdsmen who serv- 
ed in this flotilla were decorated 
for heroic action. 

Coast Guard invaders in the 
Pacific, taking part in the island 
hopping toward Tokyo, joined in 
the assaults avainst the Aleutians, 
Solomons, Gilberts, New Britain, 
Marshalls, New Guinea, Marianas, 
the Philipnines. Iwo Jima, Okina- 
wa and other points. 

To the Coast Guard Cutter, Ica- 
rus, goes the credit for the first 
German submarine to be sunk in 
American waters in the spring of 
1942. This submarine was blasted 
to the surface with depth charges 
and 33 prisoners were taken, the 
first Nazis from a submarine to 
be captured by the United States 
during the war. 

In addition to LCI’s, LST’s, de- 
stroyer escorts and small landing 
craft, Coast Guardsmen in the last 
war. .manned many transports, 
among them former luxury liners 
well known to thousands of fight- 

aati ities

PHILIPPINE 
POSTSGRAPARIUM 


By Pablo M. Esperidion 








“Patriotism is an expensive 
hobby,” declared a crippled ex- 
USAFFE Captain the other day 
on learning that your correspon- 
dent collects anything on Jose 
Rizal illustrated on several 
Philippine stamps. Allying to 
subject allusion, consider phila- 
tely, as for instance— 


Guerrillas vs. Gestapo 

First guerrilla cover that came 
to the knowledge of this corres- 
pondent is in the collection of 
Lt. Col. Mamerto M. Buenafe, of 
the Fil-American Irregular 
Troops, Manila area, one of the 
guerrilla units in Manila. Point 
of origin of subject cover was 
Gingoog, Misamis, in Mindanao, 
where underground resistance 
against the Japs during the oc- 
cupation was very keen under 
the command of Col. Wendell W. 
Fertig, top American guerrilla 
leader in Mindanao and incident- 
ally a member of the Elizalde 
Stamp Club, Manila, prior to 
Pearl Harbor. The cover bears 
two guerrilla censor marks but 
no stamp. One censor mark, ap- 
plied in black by rubber-stamp 
on the upper-right hand corner 
of the cover is semi-rectangular 
with the inscription in three 
lines in caps reading: “10DIV - 
10 MD-CENSORED -BY” and 
preceded by a line over which 
are written in ink, “G-2” and the 
censor’s initials. Above the first 
line the figures “6-27-45” are 
written in ink, supposed to be the 
date when the cover was mailed. 
The other censor mark, applied 
on the lower left-har.d side, is 
oblong with a double frame out- 
side and a single frame inset. 
It’s applied in purple by rubber- 
stamp and bears the inscription: 
“TENTH MILITARY DIST. — 
CENSORED—FREE_ PHILIP- 
PINES,” in caps in three lines. 
Mention may be made in this 
connection that the Mindanao 
guerrilla was officially recog- 
nized as the 10th Military Dis- 
trict. 

veral offers were aiready 
made by Manila collectors for 
subject guerrilla cover but the 
owner, Lt. Col. Buenafe, being 
a guerrilla himself, wouldn’t kiss 
goodbye to it at any price. Asked 
as to his reason, the Colonel said 
that it was for sentimental rea- 
sons as he considers it “a phila- 
telic triumph over the Japs.” 

Speaking of philatelic  tri- 
umphs, if by any chance you 
come across covers or postal cards 
mailed during the Jap occupation 
addressed to or from “R. D. Aris- 

ia, Sr.,” this name was atomic, 

ad the Japs discovered it’s real 
interpretation, “ARISPIA SR.,” 
being the equatior of “A Revo- 
lution In Stamped Paper Is A 
Silent Rebellion,” one of the 
memory gems culled from the 
writings of Jose Rizal (Scott 
A40), most beloved national hero 
of the Philippines. Analytically, 
“ARISPIA SR.” is the combina- 
tion of the first letter of each 
word in subject memory gem 
from Rizal’s writings. 

Slogans vs. Shotguns 

Another philatelic guerrilla 
who was active during the Jap 
occupation, was in the _ pseu- 
donym of “F. F. Mofrede,” the 
first “F” of which stands for 
“Fighter;” the second “F” signi- 
fies “For;” and “Mofrede” is a 
jumbled word for “Freedom.” 
Thus, “F. F. Mofrede,” stands for 
“Fighter For Freedom.” 

Perhaps it might be of some 
interest to mention that among 
the philatelic underground re- 
sistance activities of F. F. Mof- 
rede, was the propagation of 
“Remember Erlinda,” the slogan 
of the USAFFE boys in the dark 
days of Bataan. How this slogan 
was adopted by the USAFFE 
boys is told in the following ver- 
sion in one of the broadcasts of 
the “Voice of Freedom” before 
the fall of Bataan: Erlinda was 
a beautiful country girl. She was 
raped by the Japs. Resisting 
against the animal instincts of 
the Nips, she met death at the 
point of a bayonet. Stripped of 
her clothes, she was found dead 
and cold in a cave by some of the 





duty. Her only identity was veri- 
fied thru her wrist-chain. It had 
a plate on which the word “Er- 
linda” was engraved. From that 
time on, the USAFFE boys in 
Bataan thus adopted the slogan— 
“Remember Erlinda” —in the 
same spirit and fervor that pul- 
sate with the stirring American 
war slogan— “Remember Pearl 
Harbor.” 

Philatelically, “Remember Er- 
linda” as a slogan was propa- 
gated by F. F. Mofrede in Manila 
after the fall of Bataan, by mail- 
ing to a number of local collec- 
tors, several occupation postal 
ecards (2c rose Rizal deleted with 
black bars) on each of which, a 
“sales-letter” was written, the 
text of which reads:

smart enough. Incidentally, the 
MAPEX, to all intents and pur- 
poses, was held on August 19, 1943 
just to celebrate in ‘‘verbotem” the 
65th birthday anniversary of the 
late President Quezon, who at that 
time was in the United States 
with the Commonwealth. Govern- 
ment in exile. Backed up by its 
underground patriotic spirit, the 
MAPEX was a success—not only 
philatelically but with the “smug- 
gled” philatelic memory gem of 
FDR and the “verbotem” mem- 
orable date of August 19, 1943 
for which the guerrillas at the 
Manila Post Office even conceded 
an official special cancellation for 
the MAPEX and thousands of

Above “sales-letter” appears in- 
nocent, but reading it acrostically 
—the first letter of the first word 
on each. line—reveals the slogan, 
“Remember Erlinda.” Just how 
strict the Jap censors were during 
the occupation, everybody knew, 
but the message went through the 
mails and was duly passed by the 
Jap censors—the Jap Military Po- 
lice or better still the Jap Gestapo. 

Another verbotem slogan, but 
this time a philatelic memory gem 
from the writings of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, want also through 
the mails under the very noses of 
the Jap censors. Everybody 
knows, of course, that “The stamp 
hobby pays rich dividends both 
as a diversion and as a broadener 
of one’s horizon, and the best of 
it is that one’s interest, far from 
flagging, increases with the years” 
was from the prolific pen of the 
late President Roosevelt; but this 
philatelic memory gem was 
“smuggled” in the souvenir cards 
issued by the MAPEX (Manila 
Philatelic Exhibition) held on Au- 
gust 19, 1943, during the occupa- 
tion. It was quoted and preceded 
with the inverted initials, ““RDF” 
instead of “FDR” and the director 
of the MAPEX almost faced the
